Maybe old time cowboys didn't know enough 10 come in ou» of the rain, but they found 
that the best way to keep cattle from stampeding during a thunderstorm was to sit in 
the saddle ond sing to them! Even then there were times when the frightened steers 
would go on a rampage, and the cowboys would have to ride with them through the 
downpour till the animals stopped from sheer exhaustion! 



They were tough, those frontiersmen. The noted sheriff. Charlie Siringo was herding 
cattle in his younger days. It was hot one afternoon, ond he removed his boots before 
going wading in a stream. He stepped on o rattlesnake in the tall grass, and it bit him 
twice on his left foot. Siringo angrily beat the snake to death, and though hit leg was 
swollen for a week the cowboy kept herding and tending cattle — without his left boot 
on. He had no medical attention at oil! 



When steers were herded into cattle cars for shipment to eastern 
markets, cowboys armed with long, pointed poles rode up ond 
down the length of the cars, poking any animal thot was lying 
down to make it stand, ond ovoid being trompled to death by 
other cattle. These spear-armed cowboys thus earned the name 
"cowpokes" — a name now applied to any cowboy! 




Not all poineers went west in prairie schooners, or even by land. Many whole family 
groups would pack their worldly possessions aboard huge flatboats called broadhorns 
for a voyage westward from the mouth of the Ohio River in Pittsburgh. The boats were 
built in thot city — often of rotten lumber — and they'd often sink before getting very 
far. Those whose broadhorns remained ofloat would sometimes foil prey to wily In- 
dians, who would lure them ashore by wearing bearskins. The pioneers would go ashore 
to shoot themselves some bear meat, only to be attacked by the savages. Those who 
were able to survive the boat wrecking rocks of the river where it passed through 
Kentucky, usually fell into the hands of land pirates who lived in limestone caves on 
the river's edge. Those few who made it all the way to their western goals survived 
trials at least equal to those of their land travelling brothers! 



Notorious outlaw Wess Horden was always prepared for arrest . . . and it was many 
years before law officers caught onto him. Even when Harden was thought to be dis- 
armed he managed to pull a gun from somewhere ond kill his captors. The bodman 
had what became known as the Horden shoulder scabbard, in which he carried a small 
pistol, ond for which arresting officers never thought to search. Wess Harden's invention 
was the forerunner of the shoulder holster carried by modern gangsters! 



Wess Harden olso invented a stunt. Wild Bill Hicock came to 
arrest him one time, demanded his guns "butts first". Harden 
started to hnnd Hicock his guns, spun them on his fnrefingers 
f>nd in a flash he was covering Hicock. The Marshall was s^ved 
by ether officers standing nearby.

GREAT STORIES OF LAW AND CRIME 
OF THE OLD WEST 

Series I; Kit Carson 
"NOTICE: To whom it may concern: That Christopher Carson, a boy 
about sixteen years old . . . thickset, light hair, ran away from the 
subscriber, living in Franklin, Howard County, Mo., to whom he had 
Teen bound to learn the saddler's trade, on or about the first day of September 
last. He is supposed to have made his way to the upper part of the state. All 
persons notified not to harbor, support, or subsist said boy under penalty of 
the law. One cent reward will be given to any person who will bring back the 
said boy." (Signed And Dated 1825) . 

Thus, did the colorful career of Kit Carson begin. No one ever collected 
the one-cent reward. The freckle-faced, sandy-haired kid left the saddle shop 
and his fourteen brothers and sisters far behind to follow the call of the wild 
country and adventure . . . the life of a trapper was his goal. Kit, the run- 
away, joined a wagon train lead by Captain Bent. As a teamster, on the wagon 
train making its way to Santa Fe, Kit was abruptly brought face to face with 
the danger and death traps that lurked on the Santa Fe trail, but aside from 
danger Santa Fe itself had little to offer the aspiring trapper, so Kit joined Kin* 
cade, one of the older teamsters from the wagon train, and set out for Taos, 
the fur trading headquarters in the southwest. There was more tough, danger* 
ous going for young Kit, and poverty had forced him to hock all his belongings 
except his treasured flintlock. Then poverty itself brought a stroke of good for* 
tune. The time came when he had no choice — he was forced to sell the flint* 
lock, and the man who could give him the best price was Captain Ewing Young. 
Young admired Kit's spirit more than the flintlock, and young Carson was hired. 
With Captain Young and forty trappers, he rode into treacherous Apache coun- 
try. His deadly aim saved himself and others from scalping at the hands of the 
savage Apaches. Quickly, the young, sharpshooting trapper embraced the tra- 
dition of his group. Before long Kit Carson had yanked many a top knot off a 
dead Apache and his rifle stock was studded with brass tacks -- one for each 
vanquished Apache attacker. As Ewing Young's right-hand man Kit got as far 
west as Los Angeles and built himself a reputation. By the time they'd gotten 
back to Taos and Santa Fe, Kit Carson was known as the most fearless opponent 
of the warlike Comanches, Utes, Apaches, Diggers and Blackfeet Indians. 

Carson became a free trapper and organized a group of six mountaineers 
who were to be known as Carson's Men, that small band that grew in number 
and became the most ferocious Indian fighters in the old West. It wasn't long 
before Carson was appointed Hunter to Bent's Fort, where he continued to com- 
bine trapping and Indian fighting for eight years. Then he chanced to meet John 
Charles Fremont - pathfinder of the Rocky Mountains - who lost no time hir- 
ing the celebrated Kit as his guide. It was a short jump from there to appoint- 
ments as dispatch bearer to Washington, Lieutenant in the U. S, Army Rifle 
Corps and, before the Civil War, Indian Agent of New Mexico. 

During the War, the man who bedjar his career as a runaway teamster be- 
came Brigadier, General Christopher Carion, of the Federal Army. He died in 
May 1868, before he was sixty, and was buried with full military honors at 
Old Fort lyen . . . but his body, according to Kit's dying request, was moved to 
Taos, the only home of the old, fur-trapping Indian fighter. ]( -
